The AATFUA letter asked Gardner to 
provide the Ad Hoc Asian American Aca- 
demic Advisory Committee with adequate 
Iesourcesand information andto give serious 
consideration to their recommendations. 
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Prior to the enforcement of the consent 
decree, there were only 20 minority officers 
out of 351 positions in the department, ac- 
cording to Bernie Lee, a 13-year veteran. 
“Something ls wrong,”he continued，“ 工 
don't believe that only 20 [are capable] of 
leading aunit Unfortunately, it had to take 
aconsent decree to hire more minority offi- 
CerSs.” 

Forty minorities wereamongtheeighty- 
one firefighters promoted last month. 

In arelated matter, Judge Marilyn Patel 
blasted city attorneys and budget planners 
foradvocating$15 millionin cuts within the 
fire department.， She issued a written order 
that would bar SF from a number ofbudget 
cutting actions,including demotinganyoffi- 
cers from the rank of lietenant and above. 
The city planned to demote more than 3 
fourth ofthe 81 firefighters who werepro- 
moted to lietenant last month， Forty-five 
of those new lietenants are minorities.

“It seems like lots of work for nothing, but 
that'sthenature ofourbusiness,”he said.

At the station，he trained 
under several ITeporters | 
who have Since become | 
network COrrespondents， 
including Steve Delaney，, 
John “Bud”Dancy，Fred

Throughout his college years at North- 
westem University s Medill School of Jour- 
nalism,Louie attended classes morningsand 
Spent his afternoons and evenings working 
full-time at Chicago'sSNBCNewsand ABC- 
owned WLS-ITV.“Itreally stitfled my social 
life,butit was an opportunityIcouldn't give 
up，he sald.“Those were the days before af- 
firmative actionandthey werealso willingto 
take a gamble on Such a young person. 

With four daily newspapers，Chicago 
Was a highly competitive news town,， Said 
Louie. “Television was as enterprising as 
theirprint counterparts.”His experience and 
the Chicago stations gavehim asense ofwhat 
hard work broadcasting is.“It was not glam- 
orous. We had long hours and had to dig for 
StorieS.” 

After graduating with a bachelor's de- 
greeinjourmnalism and having the experience 
of several internships and jobs, Louie headed 
for SF to work as a general assignment re- 
porter at the ABC-owned KGO-TV in 1972. 
Helaterbecamethe station'sSEastBaybureau 
chief. In 1977 he became the first Asian 
American manager in a major market when 
he was chosen to be the assistantnews direc- 
toratWXYZ-TV,anABCaffiliate in Detroit. 

As amanager, Louie Saw the other side 
of journalism., He made policy decisions and 
dealt with ljawyers and Subpoenas. “Now'I 
can Tecognize the trouble reporting creates 
for a station,”he said. 

Two years later, Louie, tired of Detroit 
wintersandspoiledby SanFrancisco?s Pleas- 
ant weather, followed two of the station2s 
new managers back to 人 GO-TV, where he 
served as Peninsula bureau chief until 1986， 
Whenhebecame the“Money”reporterforthe 
SiX-0 clock newsS. 

His most memorable assignments in- 
clude stories which he covered overseas，In 
1986Louiecoveredtheelectioninthe Philip- 
pines alongside ABC-TV?s Peter 可 ennings 
andTedKoppel.

call from his mother, happened in 1983 
during the coverage of a food in Mon- 
terey, California， As the fearless reporter

Louie in his bright blue jacket lost his 
footing and fell into the torrent of water. 
Unknown to the floundering Louie, the 
crewtapedhis struggleto getup. Thefilm 
Was lsed not only on the local news, but 
also on NigHhtine and Good Mor1az1z8 
41zerica. Even though Louie's back was 
towards the camera and his face was not 
Visible during the clip, his mother called 
and asked,， Was that youISsaw falling22” 
“Only amother would know her son from 
the rear end,”laughed Louie. 

Although he has been in front of the 
camera for many years, Louie considers 
himself a shy person.“By nature Pm not 
aterribly assertive person,but whenTm at 
Work,Iput on a different cap because the 
basic skills of journalism call for going up 
to peopleto ask tough questions,”he said. 
“What really bothers me is the (quieb 
Asian Stereotype， Many Asians figure 
they don't need public speaking skills to 
become doctors. Public speaking skills 
aretraitsthatcan be developed,orarethere 
buttendtobesuppressed. Students should 
give communications a shot.” 

AsoneofthefirstAsiansin television 
broadcasting,Louie servesasarolemodel 
for many aspiring reporters. “It's funny 
being a role model because it makes me 
feel so self-conscious. But IrememhberI 
didn thave one. Td like to help someone 
in a way that I was not helped,”he said. 

Headvises studentstobeprepared for 
the diminishing opportunities in broad - 
casting. “Get taining in print as well as 
broadcasting， That way you:ll have two 
Career avenues and wont be pigeon- 
holed”he said. “Also learn to thrive on 
StresSSs. Im you can't you're not suited for 
journalism. You have to like the adrenal- 
ine flowing in your bloodstream.”

- Asian Democrats 
Primed for Convention 


But Bentsen Selection could Set Off Platform 
Fight Between Dukakis and Jackson

SAN FRANCISCO - Interviews with 
Dukakis' and Jackson's Asian American 
delegates indicate a willingness to ham- 
meroutaplatform that will put pressure 
ontheRepublicansin the generalelection. 

However， this weeks naming of 
Senator Lloyd Bentsen of Texas as the 
Vice presidential running mate could 
throw a monkey wrench into the spirit of 
compromise at the convention. 

Dukakis” selection of Bentsen“does 
not Sit well ”with Mabel Teng, co-chair of 
the California Jackson campaign and the 
top vote getter among Jackson delegates 
inthe SthCongressionalDistrictin the pri- 
mary election. 

“We [the Jackson campaign] earned 
consideration and we were notpart of the 
political process,”said Teng. Before the 
announcement came of Bentsen's selec- 
tion, many of the Jackson delegates had 
indicated they would be flexible in the 
negotiationsontheplatform,aslongasthe 
Dukakis camp respected the issues raised 
by Jackson in his fightforthe presidency-.
